Way to Elect a President 
P 
R MANY years there has b een agitation 
to change, throu gh Constitu tional amend­ 
ment, ou r method oi electing Presidents, b y 
ab olishing the electoral college system as it 
is now constitu ted and replacing it with a 
system b ased on the popu lar vote. 
It now 
looks as if this proposal has an excellent 
chance of b ecoming law. 
If it does, it will revolu tionize the estab ­ 
lished pattern of political campaigning. 
Under the existing system, the candidate 
who gains a majority in a state gets the en­ 
tire vote of the state in the electoral college. 
It doesn't make any difference how b are that 
majority may b e. 
He might carry a state b y b u t a single 
popu lar vote—yet he wou ld get the whole 
-electoral vote, and that is the vote that 
■cou nts. 
The constitu tional amendment which is 
now pending provides that each candidate's 
electoral vote shall b e proportionate to his 
popu lar vote. 
In other words, if a man received 51 per­ 
cent of a state’p popu lar vote he wou ld get 
that percentage of the state’s electoral votes 
instead of all of it. 
And if, on the other hand, he got 49 per­ 
cent, he wou ld b e given that part of the elec­ 
toral vote instead of none.

The influ ence this wou ld have on cam­ 
paign politics is ob viou s. 
For instance, the Repu b licans never spend 
mu ch money or exert mu ch effort in the solid 
Sou th. 
They know that their chance of 
gaining a majority in any of those states is 
b u t one short step removed from impossib le. 
However, u nder the proposed new system, 
it wou ld b ehoove the GOP to do its u tmost in, 
say, Tennessee no less than in Ohio. 
Every Repu b lican vote, even thou gh the 
total was still modest, wou ld help their candi­ 
date toward the white Hou se. 
By the same token, Democrats wou ld no

The amendment 
legalizing woman’s su ffrage was approved in 
14 months. 
In any event, it promises to cau se Im ­ 
portant and far-reaching changes in the par­ 
tisan political setu p as it now exists.

Inasmu ch as the heaters are u sed du ring 
a large part of the year, aside from the 
coldest season, every owner of one shou ld 
u nderstand how to operate it with maximu m 
safety. 
First of all, only heaters which have b een 
approved b y the Underwriters’ Lab oratories 
shou ld b e u sed. 
It is all-important that they 
b e kept level, and free of dirt. 
Only the 
specified 
kind 
of oif shou ld b e employed. 
Heaters shou ld never b e carried while lighted, 
and 
shou ld 
always 
b e 
filled 
ou tside 
the 
b u ilding. 
There are five primary cau ses of portab le 
heater fires. 
So o t accumulatio ns may result in a 
flash fire resembling an ex plo sio n. 
Ho t kero sene v apo rs can ignite fro m 
spillage. 
Curtains and upho lstery can be fired 
by heaters being placed to o clo se to them. 
Upsetting a lighted heater creates a 
great fire hazard. 
Finally , in a tightly clo sed ro o m, a 
heater may ex haust the o x y gen, and cause 
death by asphy x iatio n o r by the release o f 
deadly 
carbo n 
mo no x ide 
gas. 
A 
go o d 
o x y gen supply is abso lutely essential to 
safe o peratio n. 
In recent months there has b een an 
epidemic of heater tragedies, many accom­ 
panied b y death. 
In practically every case, 
some principle of safety was not known or 
was 
carelessly 
disregarded. 
The 
National 
Board'.', factu al advice can 
save life 
and 
property—and keep a handy heating device 
from tu rning into a lethal weapon.

co mply , embarrasses almo st ev ery lib- 
eral indiv idual and gro up which has 
suppo rted Mr. Truman since he en­ 
tered the White Ho use. 
The resentment toward the Tru man- 
Acheson indifference to

prob lem as the life or death of civiliza­ 
tion as we know and live it was b est ex­ 
pressed, perhaps, in the remark of a key 
memb er of the Senate foreign relations 
committee, who said: 
“Harry and Dean had b etter climb ou t 
of their ivory tower, and learn the facts 
of life!'’

YOUR HEALTH

THOUGH ou r knowledge of 
mental 
illness has advanced greatly du ring recent 
years, it is still one of the greatest prob ­ 
lems facing modern medicine. 
Shock treatment has, it is tru e, b rou ght 
improvement to many who su ffer from 
mental disorders b u t not all patients re­ 
spond to this method. 
Recently, a b rain operation, know'n as 
topectomy, has b een u sed in cases where 
shock treatment failed. 
Schizophrenia is 
perhaps the most frequ ent of all mental 
disorders. 
In these cases, b est resu lts 
from the operation are to b e expected in 
patients who still show evidence of drive 
and whose normal emotional pattern has 
not b een ob literated b y the disease. 
In 
other words, people who still enjoy per­ 
iods of normal mental well-b eing b enefit 
most from topectomy. 
Those over 45 get 
no improvement, especially 
where 
the 
symptoms have b een present for a long 
time; hence, it is not performed in the 
older grou p of patients. 
Following operation, proper su rrou nd­ 
ings in the patient’s home are important 
in twinging ab ou t fu rther improvement. 
The operation has also b een employed 
in other types of mental distu rb ance, su ch 
as depression. Poor resu lts have b een ob ­ 
tained in the treatment of Parkinson’s 
disease or paralysis agitans. 
After operation, there seems to b e an 
immediate improvement if the eventu al 
ou tcome is a su ccessfu l one. 
For ab ou t 
24 hou rs after operation, the mental dis­ 
tu rb ance may seem to b e worse, b u t ab ou t 
fou r or five days later, improvement is 
noted in the favorab le cases.' The patient 
tires easily, b u t this symptom gradu ally 
disappears. 
Technical ab ilities are not 
affected b y the operation, so that, for ex­ 
ample, mu sicians and painters are ab le 
to resu me their 
work 
within 
several 
weeks after the operation, Lack of b owel 
and b ladder control may occu r for a pe­ 
riod u p to 30 days, b u t this is only tem ­ 
porary* 
In 54 patients, in whom the operation 
has b een performed in the past twfo years, 
none su ccu mb ed. 
Good resu lts w’ere ob ­ 
tained in one-fifth of the patients with 
schizophrenia, and another one-fifth were 
so improved that they can remain at home 
doing hou sework b u t cannot earn their 
living. 
When improvement occu rs, it u su ally 
takes place within three months. 
Only 
two of the patients seem to have b een 
made worse b y the operation.

Washington’s b i r t h d a y to 
deliver a stinging denuncia­ 
tion of Communism as an armed

who would destroy freedom.

Cyclotron Destroyed 
By Fire at Princeton

years?” a.sks an 
unhappy woman 
who is bewildered by the turn events 
have taken in her life after 13 years 
of marriage. 
The mother of three children, she 
is obviously as loving a wife as she 
is a mother; one who has always, j 
evidently found adequate outlet for 
her energies and emotions in try­ 
ing to make her home a happy one 
for those dear to her. 
Because she thought she had suc­ 
ceeded in this chief aim of her life ,1 
it came as a bolt from the blue 
when she discovered tha t her hus­ 
band was not getting the same sa t­ 
isfaction out of his home that she I 
was, but on the contrary was hunt­ 
ing for new thrills by seeking the 
company of other women, 
“For the sake of the children,” 
she writes, “and also because I love 
him dearly, I have forgiven him, 
but I cannot see what makes him 
do these things. 
“Should 
I be patient and 
wait j 
until he has had his fling, or sepa­ 
rate from him until he comes to 1 
his senses?”

IN 
ANSWER 
TO 
the 
general 
question this distraught wife asks, ¡ 
I would say, No, not all men tire 
of their wives and homes by any 
means. My belief is tha t the great 
majority of husbands and fathers 
are loyal to the women they marry ¡ 
the children they bring into 
world. 
It is quite true, of course, tha t i 
many a man—even perhaps the av- 
erage man—gets bored at times with 
the routine imposed upon him by j 
domestic 
life and 
now 
and 
then 
looks 
around 
for 
something, 
or 
someone, 
to break 
the 
monotony 
temporarily. 
If he takes a pretty girl from his 
office out to lunch or dinner with­ 
out telling his wife he has done so, j 
it makes him feel tha t he has done 
something quite daring and m a n-of- 
the-worldish, 
a n d 
it’s 
generally 
enough to make him ready to settle 
down into the daily grind again. 
But this is no different from what 
many wives have also experienced 
from time to time. It is a rare wife j 
and 
mother who ca n 
follow the 
day-to-day 
round 
of 
housework, 1 
meal-getting, care for children, and 
so forth, without a feeling of re- j 
bellion every once in awhile. 
Undoubtedly, 
if 
she 
were 
in 
a 
comparable position 
with tha t of 
her husband, who gets away from 
home every day by going to work 
and so has opportunity fur a little 
harmless 
extra -ma rita l 
recreation, 
she might also cheer herself up and 
* renew her youth 
by an innocent 
date or two with another man. 
Unfortunately—or fortunately, a c­ 
cording to how one happens to look 
at it—she does not have the same 
opportunities along this line tha t 
her husband finds close at hand, so 
perforce does without. 
This makes 
her feel all the more outraged when 
she learns that her husband has, 
• 


a very mild way, “stepped out,” 
the saying goes. 
Of course, however, outright in­ 
fidelity is something entirely dif- 
ferent. A wife can afford to laugh 
off. or even wholehearted-approve 
of, her husband’s taking a girl out 
to lunch or even dinner now and 
again, for after all it usually means 
nothing more serious than a mo­ 
ment 
of 
innocent 
diversion. 
U n­ 
faithfulness, on the other hand, is 
not something a 
loving wife can 
take lightly. As she sees it, it means 
tha t her husband has tired of her 
and tha t the home she has so de­ 
votedly made for him means nothing 
to 
him any more. Naturally, she 
feels that life has come to an end. 
If, however, she can do as the 
writer of the letter I have quoted 
suggests herself, and be patient a 
while, there is a good probability 
that it is not the end of life after 
all but an interlude; a bitterly un­ 
happy one. it is true, but one which 
has a chance of leading back to 
stable ground 
again. 
I advise this wife to try continuing 
patience for awhile longer at least;

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Hearings to Deport 
Aliens Held Up on 
Basis of Court Order 
WASHINGTON, Feb . 22 (/^—De­ 
portation hearings involving thou­ 
sands of aliens in all parts of the 
country have temporarily come to 
a halt, pending a revamping of im­ 
migration service procedure in such 
cases. 
The Justice department, 
which 
operates the service, said today the 
suspension was general in the wake 
of the Supreme court directive of 
last Monday to immigration officials 
not to take any short cuts in de­ 
portations for the sake of economy 
or any other reason, 
Scores of alleged Communists 
whom the J ustice department is 
seeking to ex port are included 
in the pending cases, now halted. 
All are free on bond. 
The Supreme court called im­ 
proper a long-standing practice of 
having immigration inspectors sit 
as examiners in the initial hearings 
for aliens up for exclusion. 
The 6-1 opinion of the court as­ 
serted that in view of revisions in 
the administrative procedures act 
adopted in June, 1946, the examin­ 
ers _ having the functions of a 
judge — should b-,. completely di­ 
vorced from any investigative or en­ 
forcement duties. 
The questions of inconvenience or 
expense, the court held, should not 
b e considered. * 
* 
* 
THE JUSTICE departm ent said 
the court’s m andate will b e promptly 
ob eyed, b ut the question of just who 
will set at the initial hearings in the 
future remains to l&p decided. 
Two courses are possib le: 
1. The designation of non-en- 
forcement, 
non-investigative 
per­ 
sonnel to hold the hearings, if it is 
possib le to re-arrange duties for this 
purpose. 
2. The creation of a separate 
hearing examiners’ staff, similar to 
those functioning in other adm inist­ 
rative agencies such as the federal 
communications 
commission, 
t h e 
civil aeronautics b oard and inter­ 
state commerce commission. 
This 
would involve the hiring of several 
hundred new employes and a re­ 
quest of congress for a supplemental 
appropriation. 
The immigration service has long 
used its inspectors as examiners 
under the 1917 immigration laws. It 
assumed that the 1946 procedures 
act did not apply to it. Justice Reed 
said in a dissent on Monday that he 
still thought the immigration service 
exempt from this act’s provisions. 
Several groups of alleged alien 
Communists cited for deportation, 
including

Eisler, have challenged the immigra­ 
tion service procedure in a numb er 
of court cases in the last three years. 
The lower courts have handed down 
a series of conflicting opinions.
